Intermediate School District 
(COOR ISD) back in front of 
voters for a second time in 
November. 

The Crawford AuSable 
School District Board of 
Education, at its June 13 meet- 
ing, approved the first reading 
to request the COOR !SD Board 
to place a .5852 mill proposal 
on the Nov. & election ballot. 

In May, Crawford County 
voters passed the special edu- 
cation millage by a 488 yes to 
416 no vote.

declining enrollment, our 
district has to adapt to dras- 
tically changing funding and 
a changing population, said 
Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers. 

“As our schools are recog- 
nized once again by the 
Michigan Department of 
Education as a high per- 
forming district, our Board 
of Education wants to con- 
tinue a high level of perfor- 
mance for our students, our 
parents and our entire coun- 
ty,” Powers said. “Schools 
are the heart of communities 
and CASD wants to contin- 
uc (o be a strong, integral 
part of Crawford County.” 

Since the state changed 
our local school funding this 
year by providing over $1.2 
million dotkars less to 
Crawford County, our 
school board has had many 
serious discussions about 
long-term planning, Powers 
said. 

The COOR special educa- 
dion ballot question is one of 
the few ways that additional 
operational funds can be 
raised, In Jast year’s dollars, 
the issue would have raised 
over $340,000 for our 
school district. Thankfully, 
our communily supported 
the schools, Powers. said. 
However, three of the other 
schools in the COOR ser- 
vice area defeated the issuc. 
It must be a total popular 
“yes” vole to pass. The 
other schools are currently 
deciding on having the issue 
on the November ballot. 

For our school district, 
our school board has been 
debating our individual 
school district — needs, 
Powers said. 

In 2006, our voters were 


very supportive in passing 
the bus bond. Through that 
bond, our voters approved 
the purchase of 12 new 
busses. Since we have the 
{ith largest district in the 
state by square mileage, our 
buses see a lot of use,” 
Powers noted. The last 
buses were purchased in 
2010. 

The Board of Education 
would like citizen feedback 
on a bond issue for 2012. 
The question would include 
the following: 

* Purchasing 
buses. 

* Repaving of — the 
Grayling Elementary park- 
ing lot. 

¢ Paving of the elemen- 
tary school’s bus loop, 
which would be moved to its 
former location. 

“This would be done to 
allow the existing bus loop 
to be a parent drop off and to 
separate bus and parent traf- 
fic,’ Power said. “This will 
increase traffic safety, case 
congestion and provide easi- 
er access for our parents as 
well as for the Devereaux 
Memorial Crawford County 
Library.” 

* Change the AuSable 
Primary School gym into a 
central office. 

“This would allow one 
single entrance for parents 
and students,” Power said. 

“This change would also 
allow us to have one office 
area instead of two,” Powers 
added. “The change would 
also allow us to provide 
space for the non-profit 
preschool in the elementary 
school.” 

* Change the Grayling 
Elementary School and 
AuSable Primary School 
cafeteria into a multipurpose 
performance area for K-5, 

“We have an clementary

band program and are one of 


the few districts that still 
have K-12 music,’ Powers 
said. “This area would pro- 
vide a stage for perfor- 
mances, concerts and pro- 
vide a room for the elemen- 
tary band. This would allow 
the cafeteria to be used, a 
rubber floor for elementary 
physical education, full-size 
gym for after school events, 
as well as for elementary 
graduation, science — fair, 
band, music, choir and the 
performing arts.” 

Since the state’s funding 
has been drastically reduced 
without much change in 
sight, our Board of 
Edueation has to examine 
ways lo keep our schools on 
top for the benefit of our 
youth and for our entire pop- 
ulation, Powers said. 

If this question was put on 
the ballot in 2012 for the 
school district, it would raise 
the millage 0.25 mills for 
four years before the millage 
rate would drop over 1.0 
mills. The additional mill- 
age for a $100,000 house 
with a stale equalized value 
of $50,000 would be $12.50 
per year. Over four years, it 
would be $50,

get in contact with the State 
Treasury and get architec- 
tural = plans to. —stthe 
Department of Education so 
we'll have to get rolling rel- 
atively soon,” Powers said.

Grayling 
tackles 
city 
blight 
issues

As the days of summer 
roll along, Grayling City 
officials are addressing 
properties where there are 
unmowed lawns, junk and 
junk vehicles. 


Grayling Cily 
Manager/Police — Chief 
Doug Baum said that 


Grayling’s Department of 
Public of Works crews 
have started mowing 
lawns and trimming weeds 
where property owners are 
not properly maintaining 
their Jawns. 

Some of the properties 
are on vacant property or 
at foreclosed homes. 
Baum said notices that the 
city requires lawns to be 
maintained are being sent 
1o banks, but the lending 
institutions do not want to 
pay to have the lawns 
mowed, They would 
rather have the expenses 
placed on the tax bills, 
which are then passed on 
to the next homeowner. 

“t don’t see where we 
are going to get a lot of 
cooperation from the 
banks,” Baum said, 

Zoning and jaw entorce- 
ment officials are also hav- 
ing junk removed from 
properly and junk vehicles 
are being towed. 

Baum noted that owners 
of some junk cars, which 
have been towed, bring up 
the property owned by 
Gerald Respecki in_ their 
defense. Respecki resides 


al 402 Erie St, across 
from the Grayling 
Elementary School, the 


AuSable Primary Schools 
and near Mercy Hospital 
Grayling. 

For several years, the 
cily has been trying to 
address blight: issues on 
property Respeeki owns 
on Erie Street and at 100] 
East Michigan Ave. 

Earlier this year, 
Grayling City Attorney 
Michacl Edwards filed a 
lawsuit in Crawford 
County Circuit Court. The 
cily 1s seeking a court 
order that will allow offi- 
ciats to go on to 
Respecki’s property and 
abate the blight issues that 
are in violation of the City 
of Grayling’s Code of 
Ordinances. Respecki 
would then be assessed the 
cost for the clean up on his 
tax bill. 

A hearing was sched- 
uled for the blight case on 
June 8, but was adjourned 
to July 18, Baum said. 

Baum said city officials 
receive complaints about 
Respecki’s property on a 
daily basis. 

Currenuy, Respecki has 
for sale signs on several of 
his vehicles since there is a 
clause in the city’s ordi- 
nances that allow people to 
have vehicles and other 
items on their property for 
sale up to 90 days. 

Baum told the Grayling 
City Council last) week 
that city officials are keep- 
ing a watchful eye on that 
90-day deadline, 

“After 90 days, the vehi- 
cles will be getting towed,” 
Baum said. “J don’t care 
where we are at in court.”

Special education millage may 
be back on November ballot

The wheels are in motion 
to puta millage to fund spe- 
clal education for the 
Crawlord-Oscoda- 
Ogemaw-Roscommon 
Intermediate School District 
(COOR ISD) back tn front 
af voters for a second time 
in November. 

The Crawford AuSable 
School 
Education, at its June 13 
meeting, approved the first 
reading to request the 
COOR ISD Board to place a 
5852 mill proposal on the 
Nov. 8 election ballot, 

In May, Crawford County 
voters passed the special 
education millage by a 488 
yes to 416 no vote. The 
millage in the ISD’s four- 
counly service area, howev- 
er, was defeated by a 4,684 
no to 2,878 yes vote. 

Now, since Michigan 
Gov. Rick Snyder and the 
legislature have kept per 
pupi) funding and cuts to 
education in place, along 
with declining property val- 
ues and enrollment, the dis- 
tricts proposing to the pul 
the millage back before vot- 
ers, 

“We have to find ways to 
replace Money that has been 


diverted from K-12 
schools.” Crawford AuSable 
School District 


Superintendent Joc Powers 
said, “To deal with the raid 
of school funds by the gov- 
ernor and the Republican 
Legislature to pay for tax 
breaks for small businesses, 
we have got to both look at 
ways fo raise revenue and 
reduce expenditures.

Powers said that all dis- 
(ricts Want lo give voters a 
second chance to support 
the millage given the current 
school funding environment 
in the state. 

“We are extremely grate- 
ful to our 
Crawford County, = which 
supported the use of COOR 
ISI) funding and now, 
neighboring schools would 
like opportunity to ask their 
volers (oO support the issue 
once again,” he said. 

Powers noted that a $17 
million plus bond issue, 
sought by West) Branch- 
Rose City School District, 
aliributed to no votes for the 
ISD mitlage in May. The 
millage, which was pro- 
posed to fund several school 
building projects and initia 
tives for schools within 
West Branch-Rose City 
School District. 

“That issue they are not 
taking back to the voters,” 
Powers said. “They want to 
support the COOR special 
education millage because 
all those dollars go to the 
local schools and are stay- 
ing within the respective 
districts.”

Jones noted that the 
COOR ISD is) still among 
the third lowest ISD funded 
in the state. 

Proposal A was aimed at 
bringing funding parity to 
school districts across the 
state. But the per pupil fund- 
ing for the seven surround- 
ing ISDs is $3,441. An aver- 
age millage rate of 57 ISDs 
across the slate is $3,598, 
while the COOR ISD only 
generates $1,484. 

The annual cost of the 
5852 milf increase to a 
homeowner with a $100,000 
home assessed at $50,000 
would be $29.26. 

“Ht would increase for 
every dollar we raise, an 
additional dollar tor local 
districts,” Jones said. 

Jones said that providing 
services 10 low incident spe- 
cial education student is still 
more efficient than districts 
providing the services on 
their own, The programs are 
offered at the COOR ISD, 
which is based in 
Roscommon, or at the indi- 
vidual districts. 

“ICs the most cost effec- 
tive way to provide special 
education, but right now it’s 
sufl ends up costing the 
local districts to cover the 
shortfall,’ Jones said. 

Jones acknowledged that 
it would be a difficult job 
getting the miflage passed 
give the current economic 
times in the state. 

“It wouldn't be an casy 
task to get the millage 
passed, although it would be 
a very big benefit,” he said.

In studying how love ful- 
fills the law we have studied 
love and sex ~— “Thou shalt not 
commit adultery;” love and 
murder - “Thou shalt not 
kill;” love and stealing - 
“Thou shalt not steal;” love 
and lying - “Thou shalt not 
bear false witness;” Jove and 
coveling - “Thou shalt not 
covet,” and love and the 
Golden Rule, “....and if there 
be any other commandment, 
it ts briefly comprehended in 
this saying, namely, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself”) The Golden Rule is 
the positive summary of how 
love fulfills the law. 

Now in Romans [3:10 we 
study the negative summary 
of how love fulfills the law: 
“TOLove worketh no ill to his 
neighbour: therefore love is 
the fulfilling of the law.” The 
word translated “HP" is some- 
times also translated hare or 
evil in other verses. So work- 
ing our neighbor dl, harm, or 
evil is the very opposite of 
loving them. Obviously sins 
like adullery, murder, steal- 
ing, lying, and coveting are 
never caused by love. Such 
sins are caused by selfish lust 
and hatred. 

God warns us not to have 
thoughts of il, harm, or evil 
toward others. | Corinthians 
10:6 warns us not to lust alter 
evil things. Romans 1:30 
warns us not to be haters of 
God who invent evil things. . 
Romans 16:19 instructs us to 
be wiser toward good than we 
are toward evil. Jesus taught 
us in Mark 7:21 that “evil 
thoughts, adulterics, fornica- 
lions, murders,” come lrom 
within oul of the heart. 

God warns us not to speak 
ill, harmful, or evil words 
toward others. “33Be not 
deceived: evil communica- 
lions corrupt good manners.” 
(1 Cor, 15:33). James 3:8 
warns us, “8But the tongue 
can no man tamer il isan 


unruly evil, full of deadly poi- 
son.” | Peter 3:10 warns us, 
“1OFor he that will love life, 
and see good days, let him 
refrain his tongue from evil, 
and his lips that they speak no 
guile.”

Northeast Michigan 
deer baiting ban lift 


proposed 


State Rep, Peter Pettalia, 
R-Presque Isle, proposed 
lifting the deer baiting ban 
in northeast Michigan for a 
two-year trial period in a 
House Resolution passed 
last week. 

In June, the statewide ban 
on deer baiting in the Lower 
Peninsula was lifted in all 
but Alcona, Alpena, Llosco, 
Montimorency, Oscoda and 
Presque Isle Counties. 
Pettalia’s measure, House 
Resolution [08, suggests a 
two-year (ial period allow- 
ing deer baiting in’ the 


region. 

“Cases of bovine tuber- 
culosis In northeast 
Michigan whitetail deer 


have been steadily declin- 
ing since 1995" Petlalta 
said. “There seems to be 
agreement that to further 
eliminate the disease, we 
need a greater deer harvest 
from hunters to decrease the 
population, since il ts 
spread through overcrowd- 
ing. 

“Allowing a two year 
period of baiting would be a 
win-win for the Department 
of Natural Resources 


(DNR) to reach its deer 
herd management goals and 
for local communities that 
would benefit from 
increased hunting activity 


and —svisitors,” — Petlalia 
added. 
The resolution reasons 


that hunters will be more 
willing to hunt in the six- 
county area knowing that 
they have an equal opportu- 
nity to attract and bag a deer 
as their fellow hunters in 
other areas of the state. 

It also stipulates that a 
study could be conducted 
on the effect of baiting and 
the status of bovine tuber- 
culosis in the deer popula- 
tion and cattle herds, once 
the current policy has the 
two-year lest for compari- 
son. 

Copies of House 
Resolution 108, 9 which 
overwhelmingly passed the 
Michigan House of 
Representatives, will be 
sent to Rodney Stokes, the 
director of the DNR, Tim

The AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon celebrated _ its 
60th anniversary in 2007, a 
year that featured 75 pad- 
dling teams — a new record 
at the tirne. In each year 
since, the AuSable 
Marathon — a 120-mile all- 
night canoe race from 
Grayling to Oscoda slated 
for the last full weekend in 
July ~ has surpassed the pre- 
vious year’s record for most 
teams. Is 2011 the year that 
the participation number 
starts to level off, or will the 
event have another record 
field, possibly reaching the 
100-team plateau for the 
first time? 

“We'll probably be in the 
80s,” said John Lucey, 
member of the AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon 
Committee. “Probably not 
another record year. I think 
we're going to be close to 
where we were last year,” 

In 2010, the event had 94 
teams, 82 of which finished 
the race, surpassing the pre- 
vious year’s records for the 
fourth consecutive time. 
The race had 90 teams and 
75 finishers in 2009, In 
2008 the AuSable Marathon 


had 76 paddling duos, 66 of 


which finished. In 2007 —- 
the event’s 60th anniversary 
— the marathon had 75

canoes (58 finishers). 

As of Tuesday, July 5, 86 
teams were registered for 
the 2011 AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon. The list 
includes Andrew Triebold 
and Steve Lajoie, a duo that 
has won the event for three 
consecutive years and four 
times in all (2010, 2009, 
2008, and 2004). 

In an effort to better han- 
die the increased number of 
teams, the AuSable 
Marathon Commitice opted 
to add a third day to the time 
trials/sprints for starting 
position event. In previous 
years the time trials have 
been a two-day event 
Thursday and Friday during 
the week of the AuSable 
Marathon. This year, time
